“There is not the slightest reason 
why this country should be in a po- 
sition any longer to monopolize the 
championship of the world (profes- 
ejenal and amateur) at any sport, if 
we can keep reund about or near the 
top it is as much as we can expect. 
“The trouble in England is not that 
we take our sport too seriously as 
some people imagine, but that we do 
not take is seriously enough. In the 
United States a hoxer would have to 
win thirty or forty fights and go 
through years of gruelling training 
before a promoter would put him 
forward in a big fight. In this coun- 
try a boxer will only be in trainings 
for about six months before he is 
matched against a well-known man.”
